A London Murder Mystery 


has for the past ten days occupied public atten- 
tion. The victim was an elderly Frenchman, 
Antoine Brossette, who had been for some time a 
second-floor lodger at 60, Castle Street, Long 
Acre, the house included in a P.I.P. Artist’s 
Drawing on the front page. He was a frugal 
man, whose chief occupation was that of a fancy 
shoemaker. He was also a printers’ roller- 
maker. Brossette received visits from other 
Frenchmen known to him, and played cards 
with them in his lodgings. At midday on 
Wednesday, Dec. 1, he was found dead in his 
yoom. Dr. Danford Thomas held an inquest on 
his body at St. Giles’s Mortuary on Saturday 
last, when the iandlord, Mr. Alfred Mann, 
harness-maker, deposed that he saw Brossette 
entering the house with 4 black bag the 
Saturday before the crime was committed, 
but did not see him again till his dead body was 
discovered on the Wednesday, on which day, 
however, he stated that a man called and asked 
for Brossette. Police Constable Steel added that 
ne found Brossette on the morning in question 
covered with an apron, removing which he saw a 
shoemaker’s knife sticking in his throat, the floor 
being bespattered with blood, and behind the 
chair in which the murdered man lay being a 
chopper. Dr. Ernest Haslip was of opinion that 
Brossette was attacked from behind, and killed 
by the chopper and knife before | he had an 
opportunity to defend himself. Chief Detective 
Inspector Moore is of opinion that robbery was 
the motive of the crime. But another theory has 
been broached by a correspondent of Lloyd's News.

the composer of ‘‘The Grand Duchess,” was 
born at Cologne in 1819, studied at the Paris 
Conservatoire, became conductor of the Théâtre 
Francais, and in 1855 of the Bouffes Parisiens. 
His career as a composer began with operettas : 
“ Mariage aux Lanternes,’? ‘Chanson de 
Fortunio,” ‘ Fille du Tambour Major,” etc. 
Next he produced, ‘‘Orphée aux Enfers,” “ Pont 
des Soupirs,” ‘‘La Belle Hélène,” and other 
operas. His most famous work, ‘The Grand 
Duchess,” was brought out in 1867, and immedi- 
ately made the composer famous. His works 
were full of genial melodies, ‘‘ Blue Beard ”’ 
being one of the most remarkable in this respect. 
Although devoting himself to opéra bouffe, he 
was a musician of great ability. Offenbach died 
in 1880—momentarily eclipsing the gaiety of the 
musical world.

Profitable Rabbits. 


HAT do a few of my small- 
farming friends say to pro- 
ducing table rabbits for profit 
and for homie use? The real 
table rabbit is a great want. I 
saw only one or two couples at 
the Islington Dairy Show, and 
very few exhibitors at that 
Show appeared to know what 
constitutes a good table bunny. 
Tt must not be so very big, or 
it is pretty sure to haye the 
tame rabbit’s flavour of flesh. 
We want a fine and large wild 
rabbit —not a tame Flemish 
Giant - cum - Belgian - hare 
monster, but one that- will 

‘roast or make a pie, or provide 
a savoury pork and rabbit dinner. The silver-grey and the 
common wild rabbit should produce a capital cross for this 
purpose. Now this is a 

Real Christmassy Topic. 

One could not start in the business at a better time. The 
open-air side of it shall occupy these few notes, and I hope 
to set a good many readers to work preparing burrows and 

runs. On a very small scale, with say two or three doe 
rabbits, a run like the one illustrated may serve. The 
structure is made of hurdles, iron stakes, and a net. It 
represents a run 12ft. by 12ft., and can be bought ready 

to set.up for about 32s. 6d. It may just as well be called a 
pheasant or a fowl run, as it would do capitally for either. 
Now supposing one has arun; what next? Well, 


Food and Burrows. 


The food it is easy tu settle about. - It must be either grown 
on the premises or bought, and consist of hay in a rick for 
everyday consumption, and say kohl-rabi, the best of all 
rots for the rabbit —a plant that can be sown, transplanted, 
und grown all the year round, just like cabbages. For au 
extra or fattening food use bran and crushed oats—a table- 
spoonful for each rabbit daily. As for green food itis best 


‘to grow that too, and onè can scarcely go wrong. The best

zinds are grass, clover, tares, dandelion and lettuce leaves 
»omfrey, young carrots, and kohl-rabi. The lawn would 
afford a cut of ss and clover for eight or nine months; 
the garden would supply some things; hay, crushed oats, 
and carrots might be bought. 


- Respecting the Burrows. 

If a dry spot above flood-level be available an earth 
burrow for each rabbit will be best. The earth burrow is 
made by digging around the centre of a given spot and 
laying the sods or lumps of soil in two rows six inches 
apart, and then covering the top in with other sods, finall 
rounding it off into a mound and a with green turf. 
A hole half-way through, and another from the opposite 
side, but not communicating, will make each mound serve 
two does. Keep the buck out, and only let buck and doe 
be together when mating is required—a fortnight or so after 
a litter has been. born, _Wire-netting is very cheap. Suit- 
able netting could be got for this business: at 2}d. per yard 
run. Mounds could be so arranged that the runs could be 
removed partially, or extended; or a lawn or a paddock

the morning of the second heavy gale of last week—in the 
small hours of Thursday morning, Dec. 2. In response 
to signals from the light-ship the National Life-boat 
Institution’s boat the Quiver, and the surf-boat Friend of 
Alt Natims, put to sea. The morning was exceptionally 
dark, and nothing could be seen across the water. Within 
a short distance of the shore a very heavy sea struck her, 
and she capsized off the Nayland k. Only four of the 
crew managed to retain their hold of the boat. The rest 
were washed away and drowned. At six o’clock in the 
morning a lamp-lighter named Grant who was extinguish- 
ing the lights in Margate heard a cry for help and saw the 
surf-boat drifting in with four men clinging to her. He 
went into the water to their assistance, and succeeded in 

ing off two of the men, and a third was taken off by 
Mr. A. Latham, the borough engineer, who was attracted 
to the place by the calls for help. The fourth man appeared 
by some means to have got underneath the boat, where 
he was found whenit was washedashore. Thenames of the 
four men saved are B. Ladd, Brockman jun., Gilbert, and J. 
Epps. Thenames of the men drowned were W. Cook, and his 
sons William and Robert; George Ladd, Henry Brock- 
man sen., W. Gill, J. Dyke, and Edward Crunden. The 
ninth victim was Mr. C. E. Troughton, cashier in Lloyd’s 
Bank at Margate. He was superintendent of the Ambu- 
lance Brigade, and always accompanied the boat in case 
his service might be required. . Most of the drowned men 
were married men with families, and crowds of relatives 
and onlookers lined the beach, waiting in suspense for news 
of the missing men. The Friend of All Nations was out all 
Monday and Tuesday week, and saved three lives, in 
addition to keeping four vessels from destruction. She 
was owned by the boatmen, and has done good service for 
twenty years. The Mayor of Margate has opened a relief 
fund fi those dependent on the drowned men, and a sub- 
scription of £1000 has been promised by the Royal National 
Life-boat Institution. Eight widows and thirty orphans 
have been left almost destitute by the disaster. Our 
readers should send their subscriptions to the Daily Tele- 
graph fund, Fleet Street, E.C. 


The Margate “Quiver” Life-Boat.—We give, 
in addition to Mr. Janes Drawing of the disaster at 
Margate, photographs of the Friend of <All Nations 
and of the Quiver Life-boat, which vied with the Ramsgate 
Life-boat in rendering valiant service during the deplor- 
_ ably heavy gales of the past week. The Ramsgate Life-boat 
crew saved a Norwegian barque, were at work in the teeth 
of the storm for thirty-two hours, and naturally experi- 
enced an enthusiastic welcome when they rowed back to 
Ramsgate harbour. The full-rigged ship Persivn Empire, 
which the Margate Life-boat Quiver and two tugs stood by 
after the disastrous attempt of the surf-boat Friend of AÙ 
Nations to help her, left Sandgate Roads on Friday week in 
tow for London. ‘Lhe Quiver accompanied her up Channel. 


The New Union Liner “Briton,” which left 
Southampton Dock last Saturday, on her maiden voyage, 
is by far the largest vessel engaged in the Indian and 
Australian trades, her registered tonnage being 10,300. 
She is 530 ft. in length, 60 ft. beam, with a depth from 
upper deck to keel of 40 ft. It is estimated that, with a 
speed of eighteen or nineteen knots, she will only consume 
the trifle ef 2500 tons of coal between Southampton and 
the Cape. The first-class cabins are airy, lofty, and well 
ligh and afford maximum of comfort in minimum of 
space, while the second-class cabins are very little inferior. 
AH tolg, she has berths for 280 first-class, 180 second, 122 
third, and 320 steerage passengers. In this magnificent 
new vessel the twin screws are propelled by independent 
sets of triple-expansion engines, whose united indicated 
horse-power is 10,000. There are seven boilers, heated by 
forty-eight fires, so that the engineer’s staff will be. an 
unusually large one.
